The Board of Governors of 
the California Community 
Colleges met on the SAC campus 
last Friday to discuss several 
important items on their agenda. 


The 19-member board, which 
meets once a month, is holding 
its meetings on the college 
campuses to better familiarize 
itself with conditions at the 
schools. The group was given a 
tour of several of the facilities 
here at SAC, including the 
communications lab in Dunlap 
Hall, the math lab and the 
learning center. 


Eight items were on the 
agenda, and the Board discussed 
them prior to acting later in the

concern student representation 
was a state bill (AB 591) that 
would place a voting student 
member to the Board of 


Governors and the local 
governing boards. The Board's 
original recommendation was to 
oppose the bill, but instead took 
no action, thus leaving it up to 
the local boards. 


Another important part of 
the meeting was the discussion 
of funding for Extended 
Opportunity Programs and 
Services (EOPS). These programs 
are designed to provide services, 
techniques and activities for the 
recruitment of students who 
suffer from economic, social and 
language handicaps. The 
students who qualify for this 
program must carry 12 units and 
come from a family of four with

SAC has been awarded a $34,850 grant by the 
National Science Foundation (NSF) to become the 
first community college chosen from a field of 
proposals submitted to the foundation. 

Dr. Susan Kelley, assistant dean of science and 
technology division, is the first woman to serve as 
coordinator and the project's director. She said the 
grant was effective April 7 and will run through 
May 31, 1978. 

“SAC is the first community college to receive 
this type of grant,” Kelley said. “The purpose of 
the grant is to update the knowledge of teachers in 
science areas.” 

Asked how SAC got the grant, Kelley explained 
that there were 54 proposals submitted to NSF. 
“Harvey Mudd College in Claremont, California, 
was the field center for the region of the western 
circuit,” she said. “SAC is replacing that college as 
the field center.” There are three field circuits in 
the United States. 

Kelley took a course in human sexuality from 
Dr. Milton Diamond at Harvey Mudd two years 
ago. While there, she questioned school officials 
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an income of $7,500 or less.

about the science grant and procedures, and 
became interested in the program. Consequently, 
Kelley was instrumental in getting SAC the grant. 

“The American Association for the 
Advancement of Science (Triple A-5) decides what 
courses will be offered and who the course 
directors will be,” Kelley continued. “Santa Ana 
College alone will have eight directors.” 

The short court program will bring the recent 
advances in scientific knowledge and resulting 
social issues to college teachers. “The very real 
benefit to the college students is that the 
instruction given by their teachers will be updated 
and upgraded,” Kelley added. 

The eight courses to be offered will take place 
over two days in the fall of 1977 and two days in 
the spring of 1978. Kelley said that a general 
office clerk will be hired to handle paperwork. The 
clerk will work about 30 hours per week and will 
receive $534 per month. 

The coordinator said the courses are patterned 
after the “Chautauqua” program of the early part 
of this century. It brought cultural and 
educational activities to small towns throughout 
the country.

Mexico man, Paul Villa,in 1967 
and was part of the hundreds of 
UFO sightings considered in an 
Air Force investigation into the 
phenomenon. 

The final statement of the 
Condon Committee did not 
mention the sightings by Villa, 
who said he took the pictures 
near Albugeurque after making 
“ESP contact with an 
extra-terrestrial named “Alan.” 

On the basis on this and other 
reports, the committee 
concluded that 90 per cent of all 
UFOs could be explained as 
natural events, though the 
committee withheld final 
judgment in the mysteries due to 
‘lack of evidence.’ 

A few chuckles were heard 
when Cody, a believer in 
extra-terrestrials, related the 
reported “ESP” contact but the 
articulate speaker, who has 
worked for both the Air Force 
and NASA, noted that “ESP” 
research is being conducted by 
‘‘major universities” and 
suggested that “Communication 
beyond this solar system would 
be impossible if it traveled at the 
speed of light, due to the vast 
distances of space...’ and that, 
. instant communication by 
ESP might be used by 
extra-terrestrials.”’

Brown also accused Miller of 
neglecting his responsibility to 
establish a supreme court since 
there have been no justices 
appointed during Miller’s 
administration. 

He also accused Miller of 
reprimanding ASSAC leaders 
when they cast dissenting votes 
against the senate majority. 

“Since when do ASSAC 
officers act like puppets to the 
president and vice-president?” 
he wondered. 

Brown’s speech was 
somewhat ironic. Prior to his

Commentary 
Where is justice 
in today’s courts?

“Innocent until proven guilty.” Our court system is supposedly 
based upon that statement. | found it does not apply to traffic 
court, where the defendant has the burden of proving innocence. 

Two-and-a-half months after a car accident, a notice of violation 
of right of way arrived in the mail. Outraged, | decided to fight the 
ticket. After all, even the police officer at the scene had attributed 
the cause of the accident to a third party. 

The first step was to report to Room L100 at the Santa Ana 
Courthouse. There, | was herded with other violators from all walks 
of life. 


Going to the first window, | got my first taste of feeling criminal. 
| entered my plea of “not guilty” and was referred to another 
window. There. | was given my rights and a court date. | was sent to 
a third window to post bail, a necessary procedure if you want a 
trial. 


When | left that building | felt cheated and guilty. How many 
people knew | was a hardened traffic violator out on bail? 

Six weeks later | had my second dose of humiliation. 

You must report to your assigned courtroom by 8:30 a.m. There, 
you are greeted by the Assistant District Attorney (ADA) who offers 
you alternatives (traffic school or pleading guilty) before facing the 
judge. 

Even though my stomach felt dislocated, | replied firmly that | 
wanted a trial. | had not done anything wrong and | resented the 
process that was making me feel | had. 

| found an ally who shared my feelings, and we sat in the 
courtroom awaiting trial. 

The judge was distinguished, but stern looking. The cases before 
ours concerned probation violations. Those who did not show up 
had $1,000 bench warrants issued against them. We sank deeper into 
our chairs. It appeared there was no mercy to be found in that room. 

Finally the traffic calendar was.called. The majority of cases were 
dismissed because the police officers involved did not appear. 
Another large number of people had opted for traffic school. 


After some delays, the traffic trials began. My new friend was 
first. The policeman failed to prove that the definition of a U-turn 
included three separate directional movements so the judge ruled in 
the defendant's favor. Hooray, a victory for our side! 

From then on the rulings were negative. People used diagrams, 
charts, pictures and sophisticated terminology to no avail. They were 
all found guilty. 

My witnesses were unable to appear because of jobs. All | had was 
the truth, which did not seem enough. 


After four hours of sweating in the hall of justice, my case was 
called, the last one. The officer and | were sworn in. He took the 
witness stand while | sat in the defendant’s chair. After stating his 
name and occupation, the policeman was asked by the ADA, “Did 
you have the occasion to apprehend the suspect on the fifth of 
November?” 

“No,” answered the officer and he began laughing. He had arrived 
at the accident site two hours and five phone calls after the actual 
event, so no one was “apprehended.” 

The judge ordered the ADA, the officer and a senior lawyer to 
confer. The senior lawyer said there was not enough evidence to take 
the case to court. 

The judge ruled “not guilty.” The ADA sputtered an apology to 
the judge for “wasting his time.” What about mine? 

| left the courthourse feeling happy and secure. But | still had to 
think about the injustice of a system that makes traffic violators feel 
as criminal as a murderer. In a small way, | could now understand 
why victims of crimes often feel they are on trial.
